On his Royal Highness entering the board-room his attention 
was directed to a view of the institution, and his own name 
painted over the mantelpiece as its patron. On descending 
from the board-room his Royal Highness inspected one of the 
residences, with the arrangements of which he expressed him- 
self much gratified, On quitting the residence alluded to 
a procession was formed, under the direction of Mr. Harker, the 
toastmaster, and proceeded to the pavilion. 


During the course of the procession the national anthem was 
played by the band of the Royal Artillery, and on the arrival 
of his Royal Highness in the pavilion he was received with 
loud cheers, while the female children of the school strewed 
his path with flowers. In the centre of the pavilion was sus- 
pended the stone which his Royal Highness was about to lay, 
while the seats round the marquee were generally well filled, 
three-fourths of them being occupied by elegantly-dressed 
ladies, On the stone was the following inscription :—

After this followed the

His Royal Highness and 
the other members of the 
procession having taken their 
appointed places in the pavi- 
lion, the brass plate to be im- 
bedded in the stone was pre- 
sented to his Royal Highness 
by Mr. Cooper, the contractor, 
who read the inscription, 
which, with the exception of 
the names, was the same as 
that above given, the Prince 
taking the plate in his hand 
and minutely examining it. 
Mr. T. Jones, the secretary 
of the institution, presented 
to his Royal Highness a glass 
bottle to be laid in the stone, 
containing the coins of her 
Majesty’s reign. 
~ The chairman of the insti- 
tution (Mr. Hughes) read the 
following address :— 

‘May it please your Royal 
Highness: ‘The board of ma- 
nagement of this noble insti- 
tution, of which your Royal 
Highness is the patron, have 
deputed me as their chairman 
to express to your Royal 
Highnesstheir profound sense 
of the great obligations you 
have conferred on the society 
by attending on the present 
occasion, and I trust that the 
‘Ladies’ Wing,’ which is 
about to be founded, will 

tand as a lasting monument 
of your Royal Highness’s 
kindness and gracious con- 
descension, as well as of the 
truly Christian feeling of that 
trade with which this society 
is connected, 

‘‘T am also deputed to pre- 
sent to your Royal Highness 
this trowel, to aid your Royal 
Highness to carry your in- 
tention in attending here to- 
day into effect; and I feel no 
doubt that, when completed, 
this wing, though not the 
original or larger portion of 
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the edifice, will be looked upon with high admiration from its 
having originated with the ladies, and the first stone of it being 
laid by your Royal Highness.” ; % 
The trowel was elegantly engraved with his Royal High- 
ness’s arms and the following inscription :— 
“THIS TROWEL 
WAS USED BY 
H.R. H. PRINCE ALBERT, K.G,, &e. &c., 
ON THE OCCASION OF HIS LAYING THE FOUNDATION-STONE OF THE 
‘LADIES’ WINQ’ 
OY THE

OLD KENT ROAD, 
SATURDAY, Junr 2, 1849.” 


Mr. Clifford handed the trowel to his Royal Highness, who 
immediately used it, laying the cement upon the stone. * 

The stone having been lowered to its place amidst loud 
cheers, Mr. Turner presented the plumb-rule to his Royal 
Highness, who applied it in the usual form. Mr. Wallace also 
presented asmall mallet to his Royal Highness, who, striking 
the stone with it four times, declared it fixed, amidst renewed 
cheering, 

His Royal Highness then took the cups, containing corn, oil, 
and wine, which he poured on the stone, as emblems of 
prosperity. This ceremony haying been completed, the Right 
Rey. the Bishop of Winchester delivered a prayer with marked 
emphasis. 

At the conclusion of the prayer the children of the school 
sang the national anthem, with a correctness and purity of 
expression that did them great credit. 

‘The chairman of the institution then briefly but impressively 
addressed thanks to his Royal Highness for the great honour 
of his having assisted at laying the foundation-stone of this, 
the ‘Ladies’ Wing ”’ of the asylum. 

His Royal Highness replied, ‘I am extremely gratified at 
having been allowed to assist in this work of charity, which 
reflects the greatest honour on the body with which you are 
connected.” 

His Royal Highness, having condescendingly bowed to the 
various ladies and gentlemen by whom he was surrounded, was 
reconducted to the board-room, and almost immediately after- 
wards left the asylum, being loudly cheered both within and 
without the grounds. 

The Duke of Wellington was unable to attend, but desired 
to become a subscriber to the immediate object to the amount 
of twenty guineas, 

Of the £4000 required to complete the ‘ Ladies’ Wing,” 
£2540 have already been subscribed; and, as 10s., 5s., and 
2s. 6d. were charged for the tickets to view the ceremony, we 
presume that a very handsome sum was realized towards the 
remaining £1460, 


PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 


(from our own Correspondent.) 


We have rarely to complain of a mad ambassador. The training 
of such functionaries is usually so lozical, not to say so Machia- 
vellian, that it seems almost impossible that the imagination should 
play them tricks as in the case of more romantic or fanciful mortals. 
Nevertheless, it is not to be’ doubted that M. Lesseps, of Roman 
celebrity, isderanged! His letters, as wellas his conduct, are so 
rife of eccentricities as to set this question at rest; and itis to be 
hoped that the knowledge of such an important fact may also tend 
to set at rest the questions pending between France and Papal 
Rome. 

The great heat of the last few days has occasioned a considerable 
increase of cases of cholera. ‘the number of cases of persons 
attacked reached on Sunday to a greater amount than has been 
seen since the commencement of the malady. 

A funeral service in honour of the Empress Josephine has been 
celebrated at Rueil. That ceremony, which during the reign of 
Louis Philippe attracted to Rueil a great concourse of persons 
attached to the memory of the Empress, now that her grandson 
has become chief of the state, should necessarily be distinguished 
from past years by the multitude of friends and of the curious. 
The village of Rueil was filled at anearly hour by the crowds that 
every moment arrived from the capital and the neighbouring dis- 
tricts, and the church was occupied by a multitude of persons. On 
both sides of the altar the bands of the National Guardand of the 
regiments of thc line alternately performed funeral airs. In the 
choir and the two sides of the chapel, attired in deep mourning, 
were observed a number of persons; amongst whom were the aides- 
de-camp of the President Louis- Napoleon was prevented from 
going to Rueil on account of affairs of state. He sent his carriage, 
and went the day previous to pay his duties as grandson to one 
who is still so much beloved. 

The opening of the great national exposition of the products of 
French manufacture took place on Monday. The new building 
for the purpose, which is constructed entirely of wood, has been 
erected on the Carré des Fetes, adjoining the central avenue of 
the Champs Elysées, the same site it occupied in 1844, the date 
of the last exhibition. The elevation presented by the salon of 
1849 is precisely similar to that of 1844; but there are material 
differences, both in the interior structure and arrangement, and in 
the classification of the multifarious specimens. 

The President of the Republic wished to deliver his ‘‘ Message” 
in person to the Assembly, but the detestable Mountain resolved to 
prevent, if possible, the Prince from coming to the House at all, 
and to accuse him of violating the constitution if he persevered, 
The Mountain will not permit him to exhibit himself (to use their 
own expressions) in the character of chief of the state, and produce 
what they term a guasi-royal opening of the Chambers ! !

What rank the Countess of Blessington will hold upon the 
catalogue of those who have mingled instruction with amuse- 
ment, it is not our business here to determine. We desire 
simply to record her death, and, while doing so, to remember 
that the finer feelings of humanity were not strangers to her 
heart; that she could sympathize with distress; that she 
could ‘coin her brains”’ for its relief; and that in the courte- 
sies of life she was remarkable for an amiability which had a 
charm for all who listened to her conversation or beheld the 
glow of good humour on her face. In the days of his nonentity 
the President of the French Republic was her oft-welcomed 
guest; and, perhaps, amongst the reasons which induced her 
voluntary exile may be ranked the wish to see in his great 
position the man whose spirits she cheered at her board, when 
he was humble and unknown. A few days before her death 
she expressed to Louis Napoleon with how much hope she 
looked forward to the time she was to spend in Paris. But the 
sand of her glass was nigh run out, and in a week more her 
career was at an end. 

And this is the history of all the world. Death in the midst 
of life, in the hour of our highest hopes, of our most eager 
anticipations ; and all that was valuable and priceless before

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


In the House of Lorps, on Monday, in reply to a question from 
Lord Stanley, the Marquis of Lansdowne stated that the corre- 
zpondence between the committee of Privy Council and the com- 
mittee of the National Society, on the subject of the conditions and 
regulations under which grants could be made for purposes of 
education, was progressing in a satisfactory manner. — Lord 
Portman moved the second reading of the Landlord and Tenant 
Bill. Read a second time.—During the recess the gallery 
assigned to the reporters has been removed, and a temporary 
gallery erected in its place. It is brought forward six feet, and 
lowered three feet. 

On Tuesday, Lord Brougham moved the committal of the Bank- 
rupt Law Consolidation Bill. The noble and learned lord gave the 
history and outline of the bill, and described the various amend- 
ments that had been made in it, in accordance with the suggestions 
of the most eminent commercial authorities, and to suit the advice 
of the Lord Chancellor and other legal functionaries. The noble 
and learned lord, in the course of his remarks, stated the startling 
fact that not less than £50,000,000 per annum were lost in this 
country by bankruptcies and insolvencies.—To a question from 
Lord Brougham, the Marquis of Lansdowne replied that the hopes 
of the termination of the hostility between Denmark and Prussia 
were increased by the dissolution of the Frankfort Assembly. 

On Thursday, Earl Nelson presented several petitions in favour of 
the Bill for the Protection of Women. Petitions to the same effect 
were also presented by the Marquis of Westminster, the Bishop of 
London, and the Bishop of Oxford. On the motion of the Bishop 
of Oxford, the bill then passed through committee, after some 
remarks from Lord Campbell and the Bishop of Oxford, and the 
third reading was fixed for Thursday. 

In the House of Commons, on Monday, the Encumbered Estates 
(Ireland) Bill was, after a division, read a third time and passed. 

On Tuesday, Mr. Hume moved for leave to bring in a bill to 
amend the national representation, by extending the elective fran- 
chise so as to include all householders, by enacting that votes shall 
be taken by ballot, that the duration of Parliaments shall not 
exceed three years, and that the apportionment of representatives 
be rendered more equal to the population. The House divided— 
For the motion, 82; against it, 268: majority against the motion, 
184. 

On Wednesday, Mr. Moffatt moved the second reading of the 
Bankrupt and Insolvent Members Bill, which was read accordingly, 
and was ordered to be committed on Wednesday next.—The ad- 
journed debate on-further proceedings on the third reading of the 
Affirmation Bill was resumed. Bill read a third time. The ques- 
tions that the bill pass, and that it be taken to the Loris, were 
put and carried.—Mr. Mackinnon moved the second reading of the 
Smoke Prohibition Bill, The bill was read accordingly. 

On Thursday, at four o’clock, there being only thirty-four mem- 
bers present, the House did not sit. 


TABLE TALK. 


A correspondent in India thus describes the field of 
Goojerat:—‘* The battle-field was a level plain, covered with young 
corn just bursting into ear far as the eye could reach on all sides, 
with clumps and single shady trees at intervals. The morning was 
beautiful; not a cloud to obscure the rising sun, with just breeze 
enough to blow out our colours, give the corn a waving motion, and 
move the leaves on the trees, many of which were also covered with 
blossoms. The hum of the bee, the light butterfly as it floated 
past, and the song of the lark as he sprang from the corn, alto- 
gether gave the scene an English appearance. Long, however, may 
it be ere England witnesses two hostile armies drawn up on her 
soil! The sight was splendid, and such as man seldom sees. We 
had 385,000 men under arms, the flower of our Indian army, with a 
more powerful artillery and cavalry than ever took the field in India 
before.” 


Literary and scientific meetings for the past week have 
comprised the British Architects, Chemical, Royal Ins‘itution, 
Institution of Civil Ingineers, Linnean, Antiquaries, Royal, Zoolo- 
gical, Philological, Astronomical, and Horticultural. 


Mr. Hunt, of the firm of Hunt and Roskell, late Storr and 
Mortimer, had the honour of submitting on Saturday last, for the 
inspection of her Majesty and the Prince Consort, the Royal Hunt 
Cup, executed by that firm for Ascot Races.

Mr. Shore was liberated last week. He returned to 
Totness by an evening train, and preached at Bridgetown on 
Sunday. 


A vessel arrived at one of the wharfs adjoining London- 
bridge, from Lisbon, with a cargo of oranges, has brought ten 
baskets of new potatoes, the produce of Portugal, as a portion of 
her cargo. 


Baron Rothschild, of Gunnerbury-house, Acton, had 
3940 squares of glass broken with the hailstones which fell about 
two o’clock on Tuesday last during the violence of the thunder- 
storm. ‘wo market-gardeners liying at Starch-green had more than 
1000 panes broken. 
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Some time since a brig, at present called the Carleton, was 
put up for public sale at the London Docks, and was purchased by 
Mr. Scott, a chain-lighterman, residing at Wapping, for the sum 
of £750. After undergoing considerable repairs at the New Crane- 
wharf, Wapping, the vessel put to sea under Captain Bacon, who 
had become part owner. After leaving that port it was found 
necessary to put in at Hartlepool, where, whilst the vessel was 
undergoing some repairs at the interior part of the bulk-head, six- 
teen thousand Spanish dollars were found secreted in a place pur- 
posely hollowed out for the reception of the precious deposit. ‘The 
dollars, as our reporter was informed, are of an old mintage and 
very pure silver. When or by whom the treasure was deposited it 
is impossible to guess; but, at all events, Captain Bacon has reason 
to congratulate himself on the successful result of his first short 
voyage in the Carleton. The vessel, it is said, was originally 
engaged in the slave-trade off the coast of Guinea, and the trea- 
sure so curiously discovered was probably the ill-gotten gain of 
some of the heartless wretches engaged in that abominable traffic. 


Painters have been busily employed marking the stone- 
work and other portions of the buildings situate not far from the 
railway terminus at London-bridge, and known as the grammar- 
school of Queen Elizabeth for the parishes of St. Olave and St. John, 
Southwark, in order that they may be taken down and re-erected in 
the same form elsewhere. 


A poor old woman, named Sally Salter, 77 years old, hung 
hereal? last week at Exeter. The deceased resided in a cottage at 
Clyst St. George, with her grandchildren, and during their absence 
at school committed the fatal deed. 


The Lords of the Treasury having authorized a consider- 
able reduction of the rate upon international letters between this 
country and France upon reciprocal terms, an alteration in that 
respect may shortly be expected. 


James Mackenzie, Esq., of the firm of Messrs. Tugwell, 
Mackenzie, and Clutterbuck, bankers, of Bath, has liberally given 
£160 to the Bath United Hospital, and £50 to the General Hospital. 
The same gentleman has recently presented the cashier and clerks 
of his firm with sums amounting in the whole to £1120, in acknow- 
ledgment of their faithful services. 


Letters from Cyprus to the 27th of April report this 
island to have suffered so considerably from the destructive ravages 
of locusts, that the greatest misery and distress universally prevail. 


Tuesday being the 79th anniversary of the birthday of 
the King of Hanover, the bells of St. George’s Chapel and the 
Church of St. John rang merry pene at intervals, from an early 
hour in the morning throughout the day. Royal salutes wese fired 
from the corporation ordnance at noon, and from the battery at 
Belvedere, near Virginia Water, 


Baths and washhouses for the working classes were opened 
last week with great rejoicings at Macclesfieid. 


Last week a fine sturgeon was caught in the Medway, at 
a place called Bream-hole, near Snodland, between Maidstone and 
Rochester, by Richard Baker and John Orpin. ‘The fish, a fine 
baited specimen of its species, was brought to the mayor of Rochester, 
and was by his orders packed in ice and forwarded to her Majesty. 
It measured six feet eleven inches in length, and two feet nine 
inches in circumference. 


The steamer Garland, Wyles, commander, arrived at the 
port of Dover on Sunday, from Ostend, brought a package, con- 
signed and addressed to her Most Gracious Majesty the Queen, 
which was immediately forwarded to London by the authorities at 
that place, for removal to Buckingham Palace.

We were highly gratified on Friday (last week) by a visit to this 
delightful spot, and_had certainly no idea that there was a possi- 
bility of so completely turning a school into a large family circle as 
we witnessed on this occasion. 

Most of our readers are probably aware that the village of Han- 
well is charmingly situated, about seven miles from the metropolis, 
and is a station on the Great Western Railway. ‘The first feeling 
of a stranger on arriving at the station is one of admiration as he 
surveys the beautiful church. The next feature in the prospect is 
the Collegiate School, finely situated in its own grounds of 
fifty acres in extent. On our approach we were most agreeably 
struck with the exhilarating sounds of music from a band placed 
upon the lawn, to which a most interesting group of young ladies 
(sisters and friends of the pupils of the college) were listening, 
whilst the parents were promenading with their children around.

We were most cordially welcomed by the principal, who con- 
ducted us round the establishment; and, if we had been gratified 
by the exterior, we were not iess so by that which we saw within. 

There seemed to be everything united to infuse a sound literary 
and scientific education. A series of extensive collections in 
natural history, tending to lead the mind from a study of the works 
of nature to that of the great intelligence whence all originates; 
whilst a large assortment of philosophical apparatus enables the 
students to carry out a knowledge of every branch of experimental 
science. But we confess we were most of all interested in the exhi- 
bition of the pupils’ own industry, which surrounded the walls of 
the schoo]l-rooms. Military plans, architectural designs, painting 
in water colours, proved that this department was under careful 
superintendence; whilst the beautiful specimens of writing were 
highly creditable to all parties interested. The piles of books, in 
which the mathematical and classical exercises were entered, 
showed us very clearly that, although there was every desire to 
make the young people happy, ¢dustry was deemed one of the 
most efficient means of producing this eftect. 

The playground, the gymnasium, &e. &c., are all excellently 
adapted for their purpose; and we were much pleased with the 
neatness and order of the dormitories, and the domestic arrange- 
ments generally, 

The festivities were kept up by the younger party in music and 
dancing until a late hour; and we never remember to have seen a 
greater number of happy young faces than were assembled on this 
occasion, It was the sixteenth anniversary of the arrival of the 
principal at Hanwell; and we can assure him that, whilst we wish 
him long life, and prosperity and success to his zealous exertions in 
the cause of the rising generation, the gala day of the glorious Ist 
of June willlong be remembered by us with pleasure.

NEWS OF THE WEEK. 
FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


FRANcE.—PARIS.—SUDDEN DEATH OF THE COUNTESS OF BLES- 
stnGton.—The English residents in Paris were much shocked 
on Monday afternoon by the sudden death of the Countess of 
Blessington. Her ladyship dined the previous day with the 
Duchesse de Grammont, and returned home late in the evening 
in her usual health and spirits. In the course of the morning she 
felt unwell, and her medical adviser, Dr. Simon, was sent for. 
After a short consultation the doctor announced that his patient 
was dying of apoplexy, and his prediction was unhappily verified 
but too rapidly. Only a few days before she got into her new house 
in the Rue de Cercle, where her delightful réwnions were eagerly 
looked for as an oasis in the republican desert of France at the 
present time. It was but last week that the countess was dining at 
the Elysée, and remarked to Prince Louis Napoleon with how 
much pleasure she looked forward to her residence in Paris. 

AusTRIA.—Bupa.—It appears that all further doubt respecting 
the taking of Buda is now set at rest. A supplement of the 
Vienna Gazette of the 27th ult. announces that the Magyars have 
taken Buda by assault. General Georgey remained at Buda, at 
the head of 30,000 Magyars. The Austrian Government has 
forwarded aperemptory demand to the Government at Turin to 
abandon Genoa to the Austrian troops, and to insist upon the imme- 
diate occupation of all the Sardinian fortresses on the French 
frontier by Austrian garrisons. The French Cabinet is indignant 
at this demand, and will assist the Sardinian Government in 
resisting it to the utmost of their power. A fierce battle has been 
fought at Trenczin, between the Austrians and Hungarians. Both 
claim the victory, and both have left numbers of dead upon the 
field. 

DENMARK.—Denmark is at this moment in a fresh dilemma. The 
King has refused to sign the new liberal fundamental laws before 
the termination of the war. The disturbance which this delay on 
ms spats of the King will probably occasion can scarcely be calcu- 

ated. 

BavanRiA.—The country of Landshut is in open insurrection 
against the Provisional Government, and is determined to remain 
firm to the King’s cause. 

ScHLEsSWiG HotsTEin.—Advices have been sent to General 
Prittwitz to suspend hostilities. 

Rome.—By a decree of ths 26th ult., the Triumvirs of Rome 
have confiscated all the possessions of the King of Naples lying 
within the Roman territory. They are to be sold, and the produce 
applied to indemnify the persons who have suffered from the Nea- 
politan invasion. The division of General Roselli, about 5000 
strong, returned from Velletri on the 26th. 

THE Braziis.—By the Express packet, from Brazils, we learn 
that peace and good order reigned throughout the whole empire, 

UniTED StTares.—DESTRUCTION OF PROPERTY AT NEW 
ORLEANS AND Sr. Lovis.—The British and North American 
royal mail steam-ship Hibernia, Captain Lang, arrived in the 
Mersey on Monday evening. ‘The advices from New Orleans state 
that that city was threatened with almost entire destruction by the 
overflowing of the river. By the last account, the water had burst 
the level; a large portion of the city was submerged, and the inha- 
bitants were, en masse, quitting the neighbourhood.—The fine 
steamer Empire had met with a serious accident on the Hudson 
river, some eighty miles above the city of New York. Ina colli- 
sion on the 17th ult. she went down. Twenty lives were unfortu- 
nately lost.—The city of Saint Louis has met with almost as 
disastrous a calamity as that of New Orleans, though from an 
opposite element. On the 18th ult. a conflagration broke out, 
which raged so intensely that, in a short time, 418 houses and 25 
steam-boats were consumed, and property to the amount of six 
millions of dollars destroyed.—-CANADA was quiet. 


Inpta.—TuHE OverLAND Matt.—Intelligence has arrived, by 
extraordinary express from Bombay, to the Istof May. The news 
from the Punjaub—till recently so important and exciting—has 
begun to grow scanty and of diminished interest. The arrange- 
ments for administering the affairs of the country, though not yet 
officially announced, are in active progress. There is, it is under- 
stood, to be no addition to the regiments of the line of the Bengal 
army. 

Bidare or HER Hicuness RanrEeE CuHunpDA, MorTuER ‘oF 
DuvuLeer Sincu.—Her Highness the Ranee Chunda Koonwur, 
of Lahore, escaped from her guards, and the fortress of Chunar, 
during the night of Wednesday, the 8th of May. No parti- 
culars of her escape have transpired, but the native report is, 
that she bribed two of the sepoys of her guard, who aided her and 
sseaped with her, it is believed, towards the hills of Mirzapore or 

ewah.

THE LATE MR, MOXHAY., 

The history of men who have raised themselves from obscurity to 
public notice is alwaysinteresting andinstructive. Edward Moxha : 
of the Hall of Commerce, and of Stamford-hill, where he died on the 
19th of March, was in that and in other respects one of the many 
remarkable men in the city of London. The versatility of his 
abilities and occupations, the wide range of his charity and liberality, 
and, more than all, his eccentricities, made him more personally 
known than any other man in the vicinity of Threadneedle-street. 
His love of nature led to a taste in poetry and the fine arts, and 
intimacy with some of their votaries. He was one of the earliest, 
perhaps the first, to notice and encourage William Etty, the Royal 
Academician, as he was the last comforter, in sickness and distress, 
of William Hazlitt, who bequeathed to him his portrait in remem- 
brance of his kind and generous attention. And his was the last 
house in which the elegant and simple Charles Lamb partook of 
social intercourse. At his expence the moral poems of Neale, 
with illustrations by George Cruikshank, were published, Behnes, 
Watson, and other artists were also employed by him, It was he 
who commenced the subscription for a monument to Flaxman; and 
contemplated a magnificent one, entirely at his own expense, to 
Milton. But his final ambition was, after completing a suitable 
establishment for the commerce of this great metropolis, to build a 
still more magnificent edifice for the fine arts: and these works 
were to open the way to others of equal importance. His private 
charities were characterized by extraordinary judgment as well as 
the greatest liberality, 

The origin and early life of this remarkable man are curious. 
He was born at Exeter on the 8th of June, 1788. His father, a 
shoemaker, in humble circumstances, paid little attention to the 
education of his children, of whom three sons and five daughters 
lived to middle age. Their mother, however, availed herself of the 
usual opportunities to have them taught reading and writing. 
Richard became an excellent professional performer on the organ 
and piano; Edward, the subject of this memoir, showed considerable 
literary taste. 

On the occurrence of some unnecessary severity on the part of a 
master, to whom he had been apprenticed, he ran away; and a 
waggoner, whom he knew, consenting to give him alift, he ventured 
to come up to London, where he arrrived with only 63d. in his 
pocket; and of that sum he expended 44d. for bread, cheese, 
and beer, at a house in the neighbourhood of Oxford-street. 
He there met an idle shoemaker, but a first-rate workman, who 
offered to provide him with lodging, and procure him credit from a 
shopkeeper, and, on certain conditions, teach him to make ashoe, 
He soon became expert under his tuition, but accompanying his 
drunken associate to the public-house of an evening, where they 
played at cards, his future prospects were seriously endangered. 
On a mind so excitable, amusements and society of this kind were 
indeed likely to produce fatal consequences; but, on detecting cheats 
among his companions, he knocked down two of the delinqueits, 
and broke away from the connection entirely. He then became a 
steady, industrious young man, and, after working for some of the 
best bootmakers in town, he was engaged about 1810 by Messrs. 
Walter and Gresham, leather-cutters, of Cannon-street, as their 
foreman. His zealous attention to his employers’ interests, not- 
withstanding the ascendancy of his temper, secured their entire 
confidence, and when they dissolved parnership each was anxious 
to secure his services by very advantageous proposals; but with 
his usual promptness he had decided upon his future course. He 
married a most deserving young woman, the daughter of a respect- 
able but not wealthy builder in Norfolk, and went into business as 
a shoemaker in London-wall. From there he removed to Great 
Winchester-street, and finally to 55, Threadneedle-street, at that 
time a miserably inconvenient, dark, and dilapidated house, but 
exceedingly welll situated for business. The result of his perse- 
VYerance was in a few years a prosperous and very lucrative business, 
He then took a house at Stamford-hill, and, encouraged by his wife’s 
kind hospitality and good management, sought the acquaintanve of 
men of education, of taste, and of knowledge, and in conversation 
showed a peculiar talent at drawing forth information and argument; 
he also took to reading for hours at night various works that were 
thus recommended to his notice. 

At first Mr, Moxhay’s taste for the fine arts was of a general 
character, but he afterwards turned his attention more practically 
to architecture. At that time, cramped in narrow courts or 
smothered in dark passages, most of the commerce of our citizens 
panted for light, air, and space. Having obtained leases of several 
old houses in Austinfriars, Broad-street, &c., he evinced peculiar 
discernment and skill in the increased accommodation for offices 
especially in respect to light and ventilation, In that he possessed 
a particular talent, the source of much comfort to his tenants and 
of large profit to himself. He was consequently employed by 
several of the most distinguished firms in the City to alter their 
premises, 

About the year 1822 he began to imbibe the notion that, however 
lucrative a business founded on distant connection and long credit 
may be, it is much more precarious than one within your grasp, 
From this and other considerations he foresaw the robability of a 
crisis, and became anxious to exchange his West Tadlen transac- 
tions fora less remote trade. At length, after the death of Mr. 
Lemann, finding that his widow was to be deprived of the business, 
he resolved to convert his shoe-shop into a biscuit-baker’s. Many 
difficulties and prejudices had to be surmounted ; they were con- 
quered, and’ a trade established. This was the period of the 
subscription for the Spanish exiles, 

He next ventured a considerable portion of time and capital on 
shippiag ; but he relinquished that hazardous business to attend to 
his favourite object—the Hall of Commerce—the most admired, but 
the most unfortunate, of his speculations. He could not give it 
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sufficient attention: and the trouble he encountered in rearing the 
useful and benevolent institution for the cure of Cutaneous Dis- 
eases hastened, no doubt, the decline of the hall. At such atime 
the death of his son Charles must have had a terrible effect on him; 
but, too sturdy to acknowledge disappointment, he brooded in 
silence. He no longer enjoyed his early supper under a tree on 
his lawn, and seldom took part with his daughters in their musical 
exercises, but would often wander alone through Epping Forest, 
and at dusk walk home across the Lea marshes, cradling schemes 
which, in his condition, were impracticable, and exasperating those 
symptoms of spasmodic asthma which for many years appeared 
rather indicative of affectation than of serious disease in so vigorous 
a frame: in vain did science procure occasional relief; fresh 
exertion and exposure caused the malady to assume the ascendant, 
and rendered his energies uncertain and useless. There was, how- 
ever, one talisman that did not lose its charm—the smile of an 
infant, or the very word “baby,” which he would good-humouredly 
apply even to adults, mitigated his sufferings and cheered the 
expression of his countenance. But against this pleasing charac- 
teristic, the presentiment of death before the end of his sixty-third 
year was so strongly impressed on his mind, that he actually, in 
thought, anticipated that period by two years, dying, according to 
his reckoning, within two months of the expected term, 


CHASE AND CAPTURE OF A SLAVER. 
(For Illustration see next page.) 

The Unao (Union), a beautiful, brig, of about 400 tons, just 
newly fitted up at Rio Janeiro, and laden with a rich cargo for 
the purchase ofslaves, was captured by one of the boats of her 
Majesty’s steam-vessel Hydra, Commander Grey Skipwith, on the 
2nd of March last. This beautiful craft, in the completion of 
which no expense has been spared, was towed out of the upper 
harbour at Rio by a small steam-tug on Friday morning, March 2; 
but, as her Majesty’s ship Amazon happened at the time to be 
getting under way, the brig, whose rakish build and Suspicious 
appearance betrayed her real destination, dropped her anchor not 
far from the Hydra, then lying at anchor in the outer harbour. 
The morning being quite calm, the Hydra’s boats were sent to 
tow the Amazon out, and returned about noon, the Amazon having 
fallen in with the sea-breeze, and intending to lie to in the night 
to look out for the slaver. In the course of the same afternoon 
the brig got under way, and about five p.m. had got about five 
miles out, and, the sea-breeze having died away, she was again 
taken in tow by the small steam-tug. The night promised to be 
perfectly calm, and, as there seemed to be a very fine chance of 
overtaking the brig, the Hydra’s cutter was ordered to be in readi- 
ness, and shortly after sunset left the steamer, manned by a picked 
crew of seventeen men, under the command of Mr. Graham, late 
of her Majesty’s ship Amphitrite, then acting mate of the Hydra, 
and Mr. Phillips, midshipman, and provided with a good supply of 
ammunition and clothes in case of accidents. The success of the 
undertaking, or, rather, the chance ofovertaking the brig, seemed, 
nevertheless, somewhat questionable; anda smile of doubt might 
have been observed lurking in the countenances of some of the men 
as the cutter left the ship’s side. However, the night proved 
perfectly calm and clear. The cutter made all sail to catch the 
light breeze that was still sufficient to fill her canvas, and, making 
play with her oars as well, in two hours anda half or three hours 
after leaving the Hydra she reached the brig, still in tow of the 
steamer, She was hailed several times from the brig, but, without 
answering, pulled straight alongside, when a volley was fired into 
her, which was returned by our fellows, who leaped on board imme- 
diately over the quarter. The crew of the brig all running forward 
on the forecastle, our men fired another volley into them, wounding 
one or two, upon which the whole crew, thirty-nine in number, 
surrendered and begged for their lives. Most providentially none 
of our men were touched, and they immediately huddled the whole 
crew off in the boats belonging to the brig, with the exception of 
the skipper, who was detained on board. The steam-tug attempted 
to tow the brig back into harbour, but Mr. Graham fired 
into her and obliged her to make off, leaving him, after 
this short but most gallant and brilliant affair, in full posses- 
sion of the richest prize ever taken out of Rio. The brig was 
found to be perfectly fitted and armed for the slave-trade. She is a 
beautiful vessel—a perfect yacht in appearance, sails well, quite 
new, and found in everything, and, with the rich cargo, is supposed 
to be worth £30,000. The cutter having been kept all night by Mr. 
Graham, in case any attempt were made to recapture the brig, 
returned the next day to bring tidings of her success; and the 
Hydra, having got her steam up, at once proceeded, as the calm 
still continued, to tow the prize out to sea, and, having manned her 
with a prize crew, sent her away in charge of Mr. Graham, and 
returned to her moorings. The report in the meantime had got 
about that the Amazon’s boats had captured the brig, and that the 
Hydra had gone out to speak the Amazon, and tow the prize out to 
sea. In consequence of this report a steam-slaver, that was ready 
to go out and make an attempt to rescue the prize, did not venture 
out for fear of falling in with the Amazon outside the harbour. 
Meanwhile the Hydra was lying on the watch in harbour, with her 
fires banked up, ready to slip her cable and be off after this steam- 
slaver at a moment’s notice. This steam-slaver has already made 
three successful trips, and landed each time, it is said, 1100 slaves; 
and the merchandise with which the Unao was laden was destined 
to purchase another cargo for this very steamer. The latter—sup- 
posed to be the same that beat off and sank one of the boats of her 
Majesty’s ship Alarm on the African coast—is a long low craft, 
with seventy-horse-power engines, manned by a determined crew, 
and was expected to show fight. Her capture, which has probably 
been already effected, would prove very important, and would, no 
doubt, be a severe blow to the slave-trade on the Brazilian coast, 
where, in the absence of our cruisers, the slayers have of late 
grown very daring.

COUNTESS OF BLESSINGTON, 

It is our painful duty to record the sudden death of one to 
whom the lighter literature of England, and this paper in par- 
ticular, has been for some time deeply indebted. A fit of 
apoplexy has deprived the world of the Countess of Blessing- 
ton, who, upto the moment of this unexpected seizure, had 
been in the enjoyment of her usual health and spirits. It is 
only a short time since that circumstances obliged the countess 
to quit her long-loved and richly-ornamented mansion at Ken- 
sington, and she fixed upon Paris as the place of her future 
residence. How much society lost by her departure can only 
be appreciated by those who had the privileged entrée of 
Gore- house, or who joined the réunions there, and shared in 
the richly varied and delightful conversations which made the 
lapse of time forgotten. Who that has partaken of this enjoy- 
ment does not recollect the feelings of regret which he expe- 
rienced when the hour on the dial-plate told him that he must 
depart? 

“Too late I stayed, forgive the crime; 
Unheeded flew the hours; 
For noiseless falls the foot of time, 
Whose path is only flowers.”’ 

Everything that could be desired to charm and to enlighten 
was to be found there. Ifit were possible for conversation to 
flag where all could talk so well—where the richest thoughts, 
clothed in the choicest language, flowed from the elegant and 
well-cultivated and reflecting mind as freely as the limpid 
stream wells from the fountain-head—if subjects were needed, 
there were the richly-furnished bookshelves, articles of vertu, 
medals, prints—in short, objects to call forth all the hidden 
stores of the most highly-gitted mind, Meanwhile, gay good 
humour, smart but harmless wit, and the cheerful laugh, gave 
a zest and charm which are rarely to be found. No wonder 
that, when Lady Blessington quitted England, it was felt that 
a void was made in society which would not be readily sup- 
plied. Still with many the intercourse, though partially inter- 
rupted by the distance to which she had retired, was not 
entirely broken ; and he who had partaken of the hospitality 
of Gore-house might look forward to a renewal of it at her 
ladyship’s house in Paris, and anticipate a repetition of past 
enjoyments. That hope can no longer be indulged, 

‘‘The voice which I did more esteem 

Than music in her sweetest key; 

Those eyes which unto me did seem 
More comfortable than the day; 

Those now by me, as they have been, 
Shall never more be heard or seen; 

But what I once enjoyed in them 
Shall seem hereafter as a dream.” 


Of the beauty of her person, of the gracefulness of her 
manners,—both of which were hers in no ordinary degree,—we 
shall say nothing. Tothose who knew them it is unnecessary ; 
and to those who do not, our pen, we confess, would fail to 
give an adequate idea. To those qualifications she added a 
kindness of heart which rivalled even her beauty. It is of her 
literary character and attainments of which we must speak, 

Lady Blessington, as our readers know, was a voluminous 
author; her works are, perhaps, mostly addressed to the 
fashionable world; and she has, in many instances, under the 
garb of fiction, inculcated lessons which would not have been 
listened to if they had been set forth with grave seriousness. 
Her “ Flowers of Loveliness’”? and ‘Gems of Beauty,” and, 
above all, ‘* Heath’s Book of Beauty,’’ which she so admirably 
edited, and which received such valuable contributions from 
some of the best writers of the day, are too well known to be 
dwelt upon. Lady Blessington’s writings are as varied as they 
are voluminous ; and in every style which she has adopted, 
and on every subject which she has written, she has written 
well. Her poetry, though she herself speaks slightingly 
of it, is far from deserving such an estimate. Her verses are 
graceful and feminine; and she has clothed gentle and refined 
thought in pleasing measured rhyme: a talent not to be des- 
pised, though it may not rank its possessor high among poets. 
Some of her brief tales are deeply touching, her novels piquant 
and interesting, Her happily-sketched character of an Irish 
farmer’s wife in ‘‘ The Repealers” will bear comparison even 
with Maria Edgeworth’s homely heroines, and will not suffer 
by the contrast. Our space will not allow us even to criticise 
briefly ‘*The Confessions of an Elderly Gentleman,” ‘‘ The 
Governess,” ‘The Lottery of Life,’’ and ‘The Idler in 
France;’’ but we must say a few words of ‘The Idler in 
Italy.” The title is a most decided misnomer; for, if the 
recording of the occupation of almost every day for nearly 
five years be idleness, we are somewhat puzzled to have a 
notion of what working would be. The contents of these two 
volumes, with the exception of one work, which we shall 
mention hereafter, will enable the reader to form the best 
estimate of the natural talents and the widely-extensive in- 
formation possessed by Lady Blessington, as well as her deep 
powers of observation and reflection. Many a remark, which 
seems eXtempore, could only haye been made by one 
who had thought both deeply and frequently on the sub- 
ject which called it forth; “while the criticisms on the 
several topics introduced give evidence of an erudition which 
is rarely met with in a lovely and fashionable woman. It 
has been too frequently and, we believe, unjustly said that a 
female authoress is rarely free from a feeling of envy at the 
success of others, If any human being was devoid of this, we 
believe Laffy Blessington to have been that one. Her observa- 
tions aré liberal, unprejudiced, impartial, and free from pre- 
tence, display, or affectation, In the work of which we are 
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now speaking, her ladyship’s pen touches upon the Most oppo- 
site topics with equal ease and correctness. Politics, the fine 
arts, manners, music, drama, scenery, and that important 
every-day subject, cookery, meet with their due nofce; while 
the national character, as shown in humble life as“well as in 
the highest society, is described in the most graphic language. 
Throughout the whole work there runs an amiability of feeling 
which some have condemned as a weakness, but. which we 
admire asa charm, A few words more and we mujt conclude 
our remarks, which, could we follow our inclination, should be 
carried to a much greater length, 

Of all the men whose lives we have read, or whose writings 
and actions we have studied, there is not one who presents 
such an enigma as Lord Byron, or whose intellect and conduct 
are so perplexing. We say, without hesitation, that the 
‘‘ Journal of Conversations with Lord Byron” affords by far 
the most solid, comprehensive and acute estimate of the man 
which we have ever read. He appears to have been more 
frank and open with Lady Blessington than with :ny one else 
we know; that he was most partial to her society; - 1d, though 
occasionally he mystifies a little, we think that am re genuine 
account of his feelings and opinions is nowhere el: to be met 
with; and certainly he never conversed with any one so com- 
petent to call forth his powers as the lamented suject of this 
brief notice. 

The last literary production of this distinguished lady is the 
novel of ‘* Country Quarvrers,”’ which has been published 
consecutively in this journal:—and it will be obvious that a 
great additional value must now be attached to this work— 
which exhibits, in a marked manner, all the excellences of 
her ladyship’s style.

OUR LIBRARY CHAIR. 
Historical Recreations, with a Key. By Miss Brown. 
Longman and Co. 

A well-conceived design for a test of historical improvement 
in the young student. ‘The idea is to some extent original, 
at all events in this shape; and teachers would do well to 
adopt Miss Brown’s work with its key. 

Brief passages, and interesting ones, from history are nar- 
rated with dates or names of persons or places; thus: — 


“The disciples of Christ suffered martyrdom in various ways. 
One of them, being condemned to crucifixion, requested that he 
might be nailed to the cross with his head downwards, not deeming 
ee worthy to suffer even death in the same manner as_ his 

ord.”’ 


Who was this? Here is the test of the scholar’s knowledge. 
Again :— 

** Stung by remorse for a crime committed previous to his acces- 
sion, a noble king determined to expiate it by going on a crusade 
(an act which, in those days of superstition, was thought a sufficient 
atonement for the worst of sins), His health declining rapidly, he 
found himself incapable of accomplishing his purpose, and there- 
fore requested one of his bravest knights to take his heart to the 
Holy Land for interment, This he undertook to do; and, as soon 
as possible after the king’s decease, started, with his precious relic 
enclosed in a silver case, which he wore, suspended by a silken 
chain, round his neck, He was accompanied by a few brave 
knights, who were desirous of showing their love and respect for 
their late monarch by attending his heart to the Holy Land. On 
their road to Jerusalem they landed in a Christian country, then at 
war with some infidels: the knights volunteered to assist the 
Christians; a desperate battle took place; the infidels fled, and 
were pursued by the brave adventurers further than prudence should 
have led them; the enemy suddenly rallied their troops, surrounded 
the courageous band, and slew every man. The bearer of the king’s 
heart, when he found death inevitable, took it from his neck, and, 
throwing it among the enemy, exclaimed, ‘ Pass first in fight, as 
thou wast wont to do, and I will follow thee or die!’ He then 
rushed forward to the place where it fell, and was slain; the heart 
was found under his dead body.” 


This is sufficient to show the nature of the work, which is 


well executed, and neatly put forth by Messrs. Longman at a 
moderate price.

SKETCHES AND Stupies rrom Natures, BY MoDERN

specimens of the studies of most of our popular artists, from Blake, 
De Loutherbourg, Gainsborough, and others, to Frost, Landscer, 
and other distinguished men of our own time. There are several 
charming early studies by Turner and Girtin, and a very fine study 
for the large picture of ‘Satan Summoning his Legion,’ by Sir 
Thomas Lawrence, The whole gallery possesses great interest, as 
it comprises studies for some of the most successful pictures that 
are so familiar tothe public by the popularity of the engravings 
from them. We have the first finished study of ‘The Village 
Politicians,’ by Sir D, Wilkie. There is also ‘ The Artist’s Study,’ 
by Mulready, and several very fine single figures by Webster and 
Redgrave. There are twoor three academical studies by Mulready, 
most exquisitely finished. The small studies by Frost are remark- 
able, not only for their correct drawing and graceful composition, 
but also for their fine rich colouring. In landscape there area 
great number of spirited sketches by Stanfield, Harding, Bran- 
white, Muller, and others, that give a charm and variety to the 
whole exhibition. 


Burrorp’s New PanoramMa.—The indefatigable and 
talented artist, Mr. Burford, is about producing another new 
panorama, at his rooms in Leicester-square. The subject is ‘A 
View of the Valley and City of Kashmir,’ from drawings taken in 
1835 by G. F. Vigne, Esq., F.G.S. The Valley of Kashmir is 
known as one of the most beautiful spots in the world, and has been 
celebrated by Moore in his ‘‘ Lalla Rookh ”’ :—

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THE PARIS AND LONDON FASHIONS. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE ENGRAVINGS. 

Fig. 1. Demi Neégligé, suited to the Country, or to Home Dinner 
Costume.—Jupe of white jaconnet muslin, with one broad 
flounce, ornamented at the edge with a rich bordering of 
needlework. Above the flounce a heading, in a corresponding 
pattern, is worked on the jupe. Over this jupe is worn a 
tunic robe of pink taffety. It is open in front, a slight degree 
shorter than the muslin jupe, and is trimmed round with three 
narrow frills pinked at the edge, and quilled on. The corsage 
of the tunic robe is about three-quarters high at the back and 


shoulders, and is pointed in front of the bosom; the garniture 
of three frills being carried round the top of the corsage. 
Pagoda sleeves, finished with three frills, and without under- 
sleeves, Within the corsage is worn a chemisette of worked 
muslin or lace, ascending quite to the throat, where it is 
finished by a lace edging. A blonde cap trimmed with flowers 
and ribbon. Demi-long gloves, and on one arm a bracelet. 
Fig. 2. Carriage or Promenade Dress.—A robe of clear white 
muslin, worked in tambour in a rich running pattern. The 
bottom of the skirt simply finished by a hém of moderate width,

Up the front a trimming composed of a double bouillon, haying 
at each side a double row of lace. Pardessus of maize-coloured 
taffety, trimmed with white fringe, and above each row of 
fringe two rows of spots of a lozenge form, embroidered in 
white silk. The sleeves loose below the elbow, the ends cut in 
apoint. They are plaited from the shoulder to the elbow, so 
as to fit rather closely to the upper part of the arm, and the 
plaits are fastened by spots embroidereed in white silk, corre- 
Sponding with those on the other parts of the pardessus.

Fig. 3. Equestrian Headdress. Furnished by Mr. Rossi, No. 254, 
Regent-street,—This style of arranging the hair will be found 
peculiarly well adapted for riding on horseback. The hair is 
parted at the top of the head, then combed straight down, and 
plaited under in the manner shown in the engraving. The 
arrangement of the hair for riding on horseback is frequently 
found to be a matter of difficulty, which is obviated in the 
style here represented ; for, when the hair is gathered at the back 
of the head in a mass of plaits or twists, the riding hat or cap is 
prevented from fitting closely. On returning from the ride, 
should the lady wish to avoid the trouble of redressing the 
hair, the coiffure may be divested of its formal effect by a piece 
of black lace gathered at the back part of the head in the manner 
shown in the engraving.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON FASHION AND

China crape, cashmere, and every description of summer 
shawl is now coming into use. Scarfs and shawls of black and 
white lace or net will be adopted in the height of the summer 
season.

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PORTRAIT OF KOSSUTH, 


KOSSUTH., 

The most celebrated name among the leaders of the Hungarian 
war of independence is that of Kossuth. This great man, of whom 
we give a portrait, was educated as a lawyer, and was, therefore, 
fitted by early training to head a movement whose object was the 
maintenance of legal and constitutional rights. Persecuted as a 
journalist for his defence of some young men accused of high 
treason, illegally arrested, and condemned to a long imprisonment, 
he became a martyr, pointed out by the Austrian Government 
itself as a leader of the coming revolution. The Diet of 1839 
interceded so energetically in his behalf, that the imperial Ministry 
thought it prudent to release him, under the pretext of a general 
amnesty to all political offenders. 

After an imprisonment of some years, he reappeared as the pro- 
moter of many plans for the material improvement of his country, 
such as the projected railway to connect the Danube with their port 
of Fiume, on the Adriatic; thus seeking to release and give a vent 
to its pent-up forces. In 1847 he was elected deputy to the Diet, 
and became leader of the Opposition. In April, 1848, he was 
appointed Minister of Finance. When the war with Jellachich 
broke out, he was elected president of the committee of defence. 
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Since April 14 he has been a president of 
the kingdom (not the republic of Hungary, as 
his enemies assert), and thus invested with an 
ancient title of its most glorious era, 

His influence over his countrymen is immea- 
surable. In spite of defeats and the occupation 
of the capital by the enemy, he was enabled, in 
the face of an overpowering force, to collect an 
army of 200,000 men, whom he had inspired with 
enthusiasm by his eloquence, and supplied by his 
indefatigable activity with all the material of war. 
By taking advantage of undeveloped resources, 
by the establishment of magazines and manu- 
factories, by carefully organizing the forces of 
the country, he was enabled to maintain these 
supplies. Although himself ignorant of war, his 
genius enabled him to select from the crowd 
those generals, many of them as yet untried, 
whose battles were a series of triumphs. Perhaps 
there does not exist in Europe another states- 
man so profoundly acquainted with the wants and 
prejudices of his countrymen, or whose ambition 
so entirely represents their cause. With millions 
at his disposal, he lives simply, and improvident 
of the future, well knowing that his victorious 
country would never allow his family to want. 
As for himself, he knows his days are numbered, 
for he is consumptive, and he redoubles his ac. 
tivity in order to concentrate the more into the 
shorter time. But the great secret of his influ- 
ence—that which, more than his inexhaustible 
eloquence, his organizing intellect, or his genius 
as a statesman, marks him as the chief and cen- 
tral point of the movement—is his unshaken 
faith in the ultimate triumph and brilliant future 
of his fatherland. This is the electric spark 
which, emanating from him, pervades and unites 
the nation as one man. 

When Hungary was invaded by Jellachich in 
September last, and 50,000 armed’ men were col- 
lected in a fortnight in the neighbourhood of 
Stuhlweissenburg to repel the aggression, Kos- 
suth issued a proclamation, from which we ex- 
tract the following sentences :-— 

“It is an eternal law of God that whosoever 
abandoneth himself will be forsaken by the Lord.” 
‘It is an eternal law that whosoever assisteth 
himself, him will the Lord assist.” “It is a 
divine law that false swearing, by its results, 
chastiseth itself.” “It is a law of our Lord’s 
that whosoever availeth himself of perjury and 
injustice, prepareth himself the triumph of jus- 
tice.’’ ‘Standing firm on these eternal laws of the universe, I 
swear that my prophecy will be fulfilled—it is, that the freedom 
of Hungary will be effected by this invasion of Hungary by 
Jellachich.”’ 

This proclamation, which electrified the chivalrous people to 
whom it was addressed, concludes in a style not unworthy an 
eastern prophet, nor unsuited to the genius and origin of his race, 
by these words:—‘‘ Between Vesprinn and Weissenburg the 
women shall dig a deep grave, in which we will bury the name, the 
honour, the nation of Hungary, or our enemies. And on this 
grave shall stand amonument inscribed with a record of our shame, 
‘So God punishes cowardice ;’ or we will plant on it the tree of 
freedom, eternally green, from out of whose foliage shall be heard 
the voice of God speaking, as from the fiery bush to Moses, ‘The 
spot on which thou standest is holy ground; thus do I reward the 
brave. Tothe Magyars, freedom, renown, well-being, and happi- 
ness.” 

His speeches in the Diet were of another kind. In these we find 
the lucid exposition, the cool reasoning, and large views of the 
statesman. In these he ever stands forth as much the resolute 
opponent of communistic violence as of military despotism. 
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Of France he says :—“ I deeply sympathize with the French, who i 


fight in the van of freedom; but I will not consent to think that 
the life of my nation is dependent on their protection or alliance. 
France has now seen a second 18th Brumaire; France stands on 
the threshold of a dictatorship, out of which may spring a Wash- 
ington, or perhaps a Napoleon. This much at least I know, that 
France teaches us it is not every revolution that furthers the cause 
of freedom, and that a nation in its struggle for freedom is never 
so easily bent beneath the yoke of tyranny as when it oversteps 
the proper limits. Such a nation as this noble French nation 
offers a sad spectacle, when we see the blood of 12,000 citizens 
shed in the streets of Paris by the hand of citizens.” This speech 
was delivered on the 11th of July, 1848,

ANNALS OF HUNGARY. * 
The annals of Hungary are a page unread in European history 
by the ordinary student. Hungary became a kingdom A.D. 1000. 
A descendant of Stephen, named Ladisla:s, had a daughter married 
into the Hapsburg family, A.D. 1085; and it is through this 
marriage that the present Austrian house claims the throne of 
Hungary. 
The male line of Arpad, the first leader of the Hungarians, 
became extinct in 1301 with Andreas IV., and the crown then 
passed to the female line, represented by the Aujou family, whose 
connection with this ancient race was formed in 1186 by the inter- 
marriage of Belas, King of Hungary, with Margaretta, daughter of 
Henry, King of France, and widow of the son of Henry II., King 
of England. The accession of the house of Anjou to the Hun- 
garian throne united that kingdom with Poland, over which Louis, 
son of Robert the Sicilian, reigned at that period. The death of 
Louis left the united crowns to his two daughters, one of whom 
took Poland for her portion; the other married Siegmond, son of 
Charles IV., Emperor of Germany, who was crowned, along with 
her, as King of Hungary, A.D. 1387. Various disorders accrued 
between that period and the sixteenth century, and the Hungarians 
raised their reputation for military prowess to the highest pitch by 
the expulsion of the Turks. At length, in 1547, an Assembly of 
the States settled the crown in the house of Austria, with a here- 
ditary right, restricted by certain conditions ; which right continued 
until it was forfeited last year (1848) by the infraction of the Golden 
Bull of Andreas II,, dated A.D. 1222 (the Magna Charta of the 
Hungarians), as well as by the violation of the Treaties of Vienna 
(A.D. 1606), of Lintz (A.D. 1647), of the Act of the Diet at Pres- 
burg (A.D. 1687), and of the Inauguration Diploma of Leopold II. 
(A.D. 1790).

KOSSUTH—GOVERNOR OF HUNGARY. 

In the sitting of the Hungarian Parliament at Debrezin of the 
14th ult., the Speaker, M. Amashy, addressed the House, and, 
after referring to the alleged breach of the national privilege by 
the family of Hapsburg-Lorraine, and its expulsion from office, 
informed them that the governor during the interregnum, the man 
whom the House and the people had elected to that post of trust 
and importance, M. Ludvig Kossuth, was prepared to assume the 
office of the First Magistrate of Hungary, and to take his oath of 

llegiance to the nation. 
: Wpan this Ludvig Kossuth, the Governor of Hungary, took the 
following oath :— ; 

“I, Ludvig Kossuth, elected Governor by the National Assembly, 
swear that I will maintain the declaration of independence of the 
nation in all its consequences; that I will yieldand enforce obedience 
to the laws and to the resolutions of the National Assembly. So 
help me God! ” : 

After this M. Kossuth summoned the Cabinet to take their oaths 
to the Chief Magistrate of the interregnum. All the Ministers 
were sworn, and the House then adjourned.

On his Royal Highness entering the board-room his attention 
was directed to a view of the institution, and his own name 
painted over the mantelpiece as its patron. On descending 
from the board-room his Royal Highness inspected one of the 
residences, with the arrangements of which he expressed him- 
self much gratified. On quitting the residence alluded to 
a procession was formed, under the direction of Mr, Harker, the 
toastmaster, and proceeded to the pavilion. 


During the course of the procession the national anthem was 
played by the band of the Royal Artillery, and on the arrival 
of his Royal Highness in the pavilion he was received with 
loud cheers, while the female children of the school strewed 
his path with flowers. In the centre of the pavilion was sus- 
pended the stone which his Royal Highness was about to lay, 
while the seats round the marquee were generally well filled, 
three-fourths of them being occupied by elegantly-dressed 
ladies, On the stone was the following inscription :—

PARIS AND THE PARISIANS, 


(rom our own Correspondent.) 


We have rarely to complain ofa mad ambassador. The training 
of such functionaries is usually so losical, not to say so Machia- 
vellian, that it seems almost impossible that the imagination should 
play them tricks as in the case of more romantic or fanciful mortals. 
Nevertheless, it is not to be doubted that M. Lesseps, of Roman 
celebrity, isderanged! His letters, as wellas his conduct, are so 
rife of eccentricities as to set this question at rest; and itis to be 
hoped that the knowledge of such an important fact may also tend 
to set at rest the questions pending between France and Papal 
Rome. 

The great heat of the last few days has occasioned a considerable 
increase of cases of cholera. ‘the number of cases of persons 
attacked reached on Sunday to a greater amount than has been 
seen since the commencement of the malady. 

A funeral service in honour of the Empress Josephine has been 
celebrated at Rueil,. That ceremony, which during the reign of

Most of our readers are probably aware that the village of Han- 
well is charmingly situated, about seven miles from the metropolis, 
and is a station. on the Great Western Railway. The first feeling 
of a stranger on arriving at the station is one of admiration as he 
surveys the beautiful church. The next feature in the prospect is 
the Collegiate School, finely situated in its own grounds of 
fifty acres in extent. On our approach we were most agreeably

The piles of books, in 
which the mathematical and classical exercises were entered, 
showed us very clearly that, although there was every desire to 
make the yeung people happy, industry was deemed one of the 
most efiicient means of producing this effect. _ 

The playground, the gymnasium, &e. ‘&c., are all excellently 

adapted for their purpose; and we were much pleased with the 
neatness and order of the dormitories, and the domestic arrange 
ments generally, Sy : 
. The festivities were kcpt up by the younger party in music and 
dancing until a late hour; and-we never remember to have seen a 
greater number of happy young faces than were assembled on this 
occasion. It was the sixteenth anniversary of the arrival of the 
principal at Hanwell; and we can assure him that, whilst we wish 
him lodge life, and prosperity and success to his zealous exertions in 
the calise of the rising generation, the gala day of the glorious Ist 
of June willlong be remembered by us with pleasure.

' FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


FRANCE.—PARIS.—SUDDEN Drarn or THE CounTESs OF BLES- 
SINGTON.—-The English residents in Paris were much shocked 
on Monday afternoan by the sudden death of the Countess of 
Blessington... Her ladyship dined the previous day with the 
Duchesse de Grammont, and returned home late in the evening 
in her usual health and spirits. In the course of the morning she 
felt unwell, and her medical adviser, Dr. Simon, was sent. for. 
After a short consultation the doctor-announced that his patient

AvsTRIA.—Bupa.—It appears that all further doubt respecting 
the taking of Buda is now set at rest. A supplement of the 
Vienna Gazette of the 27th ult. announces that the Magyars have 
taken Buda by assault. General Georgey remained at Buda, at 
the head of 30,000 Magyars. The Austrian Government has 
forwarded a peremptory demand to the Government at ‘Turin to 
abandon Genoa to the Austrian troops, and to insist upon the imme- 
diate occupation of all the Sardinian fortresses on the French 
frontier by Austrian garrisons. The French Cabinet is indignant 
at this demand, and will assist the Sardinian Government in 
resisting it to the utmost of their power. A fierce battle has been 
fought at Trenezin, between the Austrians and Hungarians. Both 
claim the victory, and both have left numbers of dead upon the 
field. 

DENMARK.—Denmark is at this moment ina fresh dilemma. The 
King has refused to sign the new liberal fundamental laws before 
the termination of the war. The disturbance which this delay on 
ty part of the King will probably occasion can scarcely be calcu- 

ated. 

BavariA.—The country of Landshut is in open insurrection 
against the Provisional Government, and is determined to remain 
firm to the King’s cause. 

ScHLEswicg Horstrin.—Advices have been sent to General 
Prittwitz to suspend hostilities. 

Rome.—By a decree of ths 26th ult., the Triumvirs of Rome 
have confiscated all the possessions of the King of Naples lying 
within the Roman territory. Theyare to be sold, and the produce 
applied to indemnify the persons who have suffered from the Nea- 
politan invasion. The division of General Roselli, about 5000 
strong, returned from Velletri on the 26th. 

THE Braziis.—By the Express packet, from Brazils, we learn 
that peace and good order reigned throughout the whole empire. 

Unitep Srates.—DestRuction oF Property at New 
ORLEANS AND Sr. Lovis.—The British and North American 
royal mail steam-ship Hibernia, Captain Lang, arrived in the 
Mersey on Monday evening. The advices from New Orleans state 
that that city was threatened with almost entire destruction by the 
overflowing of the river. By the last account, the water had burst 
the level; a large portion of the city was submerged, and the inha+ 
bitants were, en masse, quitting the neighbourhood.—The fine 
steamer Empire had met with a serious accident on the Hudson 
river, some eighty miles above the city of New York. In a‘collit 
sion on the 17th ult. she went down. Twenty lives were unfortu- 
nately lost.—The city of Saint Louis has met with almost as 
disastrous a calamity as that of New Orleans, though from an 
Opposite element. On the 18th ult. a conflagration broke out, 
which raged so intensely that, in a short time, 418 hous:s and 2 
steam-boats were consumed, and property to the amount of six 
millions of dollars destroyed.—CANADA was quiet. 


Inpia.—THe OVERLAND Matn.—Intelligence has arrived, by 
extraordinary express from Bombay, to the Ist of May. The news 
from the Punjaub—till recently so important and exciting—has 
begun to grow scanty and of diminished interest. The arrange- 
ments for administering the affairs of the country, though not yet 
officially announced, are in active progress. There is, it is under. 
stood, to be no addition to the regiments of the line of the Bengal 
army. . 

ByokPe or HER Hicuness Ranger CuunnA, Morurr or 
Duvterp Sineu —Her Highness the Rance Chunda Koonwur, 
of Lahore, escaped from her guards, and the fortress of Chunar, 
during the night of Wednesday, the 8th of May. No parti- 
culars of her escape have transpired, but the native report is, 
that she bribed two of the sepoys of her guard, who aided her and 
escaped with her, it is believed, towards the hills of Mirzapore or 
Rewah.,

Milton But his final ambition was, after completing a suitable 
establishment for the commerce of this great metropolis, to build a 
still more magnificent edifice for the fine arts: and these works 
were to open the way to others of equal importance. His private 
charities were charactcrized by extraordinary judgment as well as 
the greatest liberality. 

The origin and early life of this remarkable man are curious. 
He was born at Exeter on the 8th of June, 1788. His father, a 
shoemaker, in humble circumstances, paid little attention to the 
education of his children, of whom three sons and five daughters 
lived to middle age. Th«ir mother, however, availed herself of the 
usual opportunities to have them taught reading and writing. 
Richard became an excellent professional performer on the organ 
and piano; Edward, the subject of this memoir, showed considerable 
literary taste. 

On the occurrence of some unnecessary severity on the part of a 
master, to whom he had been apprenticed, he ran away; and a 
waggoner, whom he knew, consentiug to give himalift, he ventured 
to come up to London, where he arrrived with only 63d. in his 
pocket; and of that sum he expended 44d. for bread, cheese, 
and beer, at a house in the neighbourhood of Oxford-strect. 
He there met an idle shoemaker, but a first-rate workman, who 
offered to provide him with lodging, and procure him credit from a 
shopkeeper, and, on certain conditions, teach him to make ashoe. 
He soon became expert under his tuition, but accompanying his 
drunken associate to the public-house of an evening, where they 
played at cards, his future prospects were seriously endangered. 
On a mind so excitable, amusements and society of this kind were 
indeed likely to produce fatal consequences; but, on detecting cheats 
among his companions, he knocked down two of the delinquests, 
and broke away from the connection entirely. He then became a 
steady, industrious young man, and, after working for some of the 
best bootmakers in town, he was engaged about 1810 by Missrs. 
Walter and Gresham, leather-cutters, of Cannon-street, as their 
foreman. His zealous attention to his employers’ interests, not- 
withstanding the ascendancy of his temper, secured their entire 
confidence, and when they dissolved parnership each was anxious 
to secure his services by very advantageous proposals; but with 
his usual promptness he had decided upon his future course. He 
married a most deserving young woman, the daughter of a respect- 
able but not wealthy builder in Norfolk, and went into business as 
a shoemaker in London-wall. From there he removed to Great 
Winchester-street, and finally to 55, Threadrieedle-street, at that 
time a miserably inconvenient, dark, and dilapidated house, but 
exceedingly well situated for business. The result of his perse- 
verance was in a few years a prosperous and very lucrative business, 
He then took a house at Stamford-hill, and, encouraged by his wife’s 
kind hospitality and good management, sought the acquaintance of 
men of education, of taste, and of knowledge, and in conversation 
showed a peculiar talent at drawing forth information and argument; 
he also took to reading for hours at night various works that were 
thus recommended to his notice, 

At first Mr. Moxhay’s taste for the fine arts was of a general 
character, but he afterwards turned his attention more practically 
to architecture. At that time, cramped in narrow courts or 
smothered in dark passages, most of the commerce of our citizens 
panted for light, air, and space. Having obtained leases of several 
old houses in Austinfriars, Broad-street, &c., he evinced peculiar 
discernment and skill in the increased accommodation for offices, 
especially in respect to light and ventilation. In that he possessed 
a particular talent, the source of much comfort to his tenants and 
of large profit to himself. He was consequently employed by 
several of the most distinguished firms in the City to alter their 
premises. 

About the year 1822 he began to imbibe the notion that, however 
lucrative a business founded on distant connection and long credit 
may be, it is much more precarious than one within your grasp. 
From this and other considerations he foresaw the probability of a 
crisis, and became anxious to exchange his West Indian transac- 
tions fora less remote trade. At length, after the death of Mr. 
Lemann, finding that his widow was to be deprived of the business, 
he resolved to convert his shoe-shop into a biscuit- baker’s. 
difficulties and prejudices had to be surmounted; they were con- 
quezed, and a trade established. This was thé period of the 
subscription for the Spanish exiles. 


He next ventured a considerable portion of time and capital on

crew of seventeen men, under the command of Mr. Graham, late 
of her Majesty’s ship Amphitrite, then acting mate of the Hydra, 
and Mr. Phillips, midshipman, and provided with a good supply of 
ammunition and clothes in case of accidents. The success of the 
undertaking, or, rather, the chance of overtaking the brig, seemed, 
nevertheless, somewhat questionable; andasmile of doubt might 
have been observed lurking in the countenances of some of the men 
as the cutter left the ship’s side. However, the night proved 
perfectly calm and clear. The cutter made all sail to catch the 
light breeze that was still sufficient to fill her canvas, and, making 
play with her oars as well, in two hours anda half or three hours 
after leaving the Hydra she reached the brig, still in tow of the 
steamer. She was hailed several times from the brig, but, without 
answering, pulled straight alongside, when a volley was fired into 
her, which was returned by our fellows, who leaped on board imme- 
diately over the quarter. The crew of the brig all running forward 
on the forecastle, our men fired another volley into them, wounding 
one or two, upon which the whole crew, thirty-nine in number, 
surrendered and begged for theirlives. Most providentially none 
of our men were touched, and they immediately huddled the whole 
crew off in the boats belonging to the brig, with the exception of 
the skipper, who was detained on board. The steam-tug attempted 
to tow the brig back into harbour, but Mr. Graham fired 
into her and obliged her to make off, leaving him, after 
this short but most yallant and brilliant affair, in full posses- 
sion of the richest prize ever taken out of Rio. The brig was 
found to be perfectly fitted and armed for the slave-trade. She isa 
beautiful vessel—a perfect yacht in appearance, sails well, quite 
new, and found in everytuing, and, with the rict cargo, is supposed 
to be worth £30,000. The cutter having been kept all night by Mr. 
Graham, in case any attempt were made to recapture the brig, 
returned the next day to bring tidings of her success; and the 
Hydra, having got her steam up, at once proceeded, as the calm 
still continued, to tow the prize out to sea, and, having manned her 
with a prize crew, sent her away in charge of Mr. Graham, and 
returned to her moorings. The report in the meantime had got 
about that the Amazon’s boats had captured the brig, and that the 
Hydra had gone out to speak the Amazon, and tow the prize out to 
sea. In consequence of this report a steam-slaver, that was ready 
to go out and make an attempt to rescue the prize, did not venture 
out for fear of failing in with the Amazon outside the harbour. 
Meanwhile the Hydra was lying on the watch in harbour, with her 
fires banked up, ready to slip her cable and be off after this steam- 
slaver at a moment’s notice. This steam-slaver has already made 
three successful trips, and landed each time, it is said, 1100 slaves; 
and the merchandise with which the Unao was laden was destined 
to purchase another cargo for this very steamer. The latter—sup- 
posed to be the same that beat off and sank one of the boats of her 
Majesty’s ship Alarm on the African coast—is a long low craft, 
with sevent;-horse-power engines, manned by a determined crew, 
and was expected to show fight.

COUNTESS OF BLESSINGTON. 
It is our painful duty to record the sudden death of one to 
whom the lighter literature of England, and this paper in par- 
ticular, has been for some time deeply indebted. A fit of 
apoplexy has deprived the world of the Countess of Blessing. 
ton, who, up to the moment of this unexpected seizure, had 
been in the enjoyment of her usual health and spirits. It is 
only a short time since that circumstances obliged the countess 
to quit her long-loved and richly-ornamented mansion at Ken- 
sington, and she fixed upon Paris as the place of her future 
residence. How much society lost by her departure can only 
be appreciated by those who had the privileged entrée of 
Gore- house, or who joined the réunions there, and shared in 
the richly varied and delightful conversations which made the 
lapse of time forgotten. Who that has partaken of this enjoy- 
ment dves not recollect the feelings of regret which he expe- 
rienced when the hour on the dial-plate told him that he must 
depart ? 


“Too late I stayed, forgive the crime; 
Unheeded flew the hours; 
For noiseless falls the foot of time, 
Whose path is only flowers.” 

Everything that could be desired to charm and to enlighten 
was to be found there. If it were possible for conversation to 
flag where all could talk so well—where the richest thoughts, 
clothed in the choicest language, flowed from the elegant and 
well-cultivated and reflecting mind as freely as the limpid 
stream wells from the fountain-head—if subjects were needed, 
there were the richly-furnished bookshelves, articles of vertu, 
medals, prints—in short, objects to call forth all the hidden 
stores of the most highly-gitted mind. Meanwhile, gay good 
humour, smart but harmless wit, and the cheerful laugh, gave 
a zest and charm which are rarely to be found. No wonder 
that, when Lady Blessington quitted England, it was felt that 
a void was made in society which would not be readily sup- 
plied. Still with many the intercourse, though partially inter- 
rupted by the distance to which she had retired, was not 
entirely broken ; and he who had partaken of the hospitality 
of Gore-house might look forward to a renewal of it at her 
ladyship’s house in Paris, and anticipate a repetition of past 
enjoyments. That hope canno longer be indulged, 

“The voice which I did more esteem 

Than music in her sweetest key ; 

Those eyes which unto me did seem 
More comfortable than the day; 

Those now by me, as they have been, 
Shall never more be heard or seen; 

But what I once enjoyed in them 
Shall seem hereafter as a dream.” 

Of the beauty of her person, of the gracefulness of her 
manners,—both of which were hers in no ordinary degree,—we 
shall say nothing. To those who knew them it is unnecessary ; 
and to those who do not, our pen, we confess, would fail ‘to 
give an adequate idea. To those qualifications she added a 
kindness of heart which rivalled even her beauty. It is of her 
literary character and attainments of which we must speak, 

Lady Blessington, as our readers know, was a voluminous 
author; her works are, perhaps, mostly addressed to the 
fashionable world; and she has, in many instances, under the 
garb of fiction, inculeated lessons which would not have been 
listened to if they had been set forth with grave seriousness. 
Her ‘“ Flowers of Loveliness” and “Gems of Beauty,” and, 
above all, ** Heath’s Book of Beauty,’ which she so admirably 
edited, and which received such valuable contributions from 
some of the best writers of the day, are too well known to be 
dwelt upon. Lady Blessington’s writings are as varied as they 
are voluminous ; and in every style which she has adopted, 
and on every subject which ‘she has written, she has written 
well. Her poetry, though she herself speaks  slightingly 
of it, is far from deserving such an estimate. Her verses are 
graceful and feminine; and she has clothed gentle and refined 
thought in pleasing measured rhyme: a talent not to be des- 
pised, though it may not rank its possessor high among poets. 
Some of her brief tales are deeply touching, her novels piquant 
and interesting, Her happily-sketched character of an Irish 
farmer’s wife in ‘‘ The Repealers” will bear comparison even 
with Maria Edgeworth’s homely heroines, and will not suffer 
by the contrast, Our space will not allow us even to criticise 
briefly ‘*The Confessions of an Elderly Gentleman,” ‘The 
Governess,”” ‘The Lottery of Life,’ and ‘The Idler in 
France;”’ but we must say a few words of ‘The Idler in 
Italy.” The title is a most decided misnomer; for, if the 
recording of the occupation of almost every day for nearly 
five years be idleness, we are somewhat puzzled to have a 
notion of what working would be. The contents of these two 
volumes, with the exception of one work, which we shall 
mention hereafter, will enable the reader to form the best 
estimate of the natural talents and the widely-extensive in- 
formation possessed by Lady Blessington, as well as her deep 
powers of observation and reflection. Many a remark, which 
seems extempore, could only have been made by one 
who had thought both deeply and frequently on the sub- 

ject which called it forth; ‘while the criticisms on the 
several topics introduced give evidence of an erudition which 
is rarely met with in a lovely and fashionable woman. It 
has been too frequently and, we believe, unjustly said that a 
female authoress is rarely free from a feeling of envy at the 
Success of others, If any human being was devoid of this, we 
believe Lady Blessington to have been that one, Her observa- 
tions are liberal, unprejudiced, impartial, and free from pre- 
tence, display, or affectation, In the work of which we are 
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now speaking, her ladyship’s pen touches upon the most oppo- 
site topics with equal ease and correctness. Politics, the fine 
arts, manners, music, drama, scenery, and that important 
every-day subject, cookery, mect with their due notice; while 
the national character, as shown in humble life as well as in 
the highest society, is described in the most graphic language. 
Throughout the whole work there runs an amiability of feeling 
which some have condemned as a weakness, but which we 
admire asa charm. A few words more and we must conclude 
our remarks, which, could we follow our inclination, should be 
carried to a much greater length, 

Of all the men whose lives we have read, or whose writings 
and actions we have studied, there is not one who presents 
such an enigma as Lord Byron, or whose intellect and conduct 
are so perplexing. We say, without hesitation, that the 
‘Journal of Conversations with Lord Byron”’ affords by far 
the most solid, comprehensive and acute estimate of the man 
which we have ever read. He appears to have been more 
frank and open with Lady Blessington than with any one else 
we know; that he was most partial to her society; and, though 
occasionally he mystifies a little, we think that a more genuine 
account of his feelings and opinions is nowhere else to be met 
with ; and certainly he never conversed with any one so com- 
petent to call forth his powers as the lamented subject of this 
brief uotice. 

The last literary production of this distinguished lady is the 
novel of ‘ Country QuarreErRs,”’ which has been published 
consecutively in this journal:—and it will be obvious that a 
great additional value must now be attached to this work— 
which exhibits, in a marked manner, all the exceilences of 
her ladyship’s style.

OUR LIBRARY CHAIR. 
Historical Recreations, with a Key, By Miss Brown. 
Longman and Co. 

A well-conceived design for a test of historical improvement 
in the young student. ‘he idea is to some extent original, 
at all events in this shape; and teachers would do well to 
adopt Miss Brown’s work with its key. 

Brief passages, and interesting ones, from history are nar- 
rated with dates or names of persons or places; thus: — 


“The disciples of Christ suffered martyrdom in various ways. 
One of them, being condemned to crucifixion, requested that he 
might be nailed to the cross with his head downwards, not deeming 


himself worthy to suffer even death in the same manner as his 
Lord.” 


Who was this? Here is the test of the scholar’s knowledge. 
Again :— 

“‘ Stung by remorse for a crime committed previous to his acces- 
sion, a noble king determined to expiate it by going on a crusade 
(an act which, in those days of superstition, was thought a sufficient 
atonement for the worst of sins), His health declining rapidly, he 
found himself incapable of accomplishing his purpose, and there- 
fore requested one of his bravest knights to take his heart to the 
Holy Land for interment. This he undertook to do; and, as soon 
as possible after the king’s decease, started, with his precious relic 
enclosed in a silver case, which he wore, suspended bya silken 
chain, round his neck. He was accompanied by a few brave 
knights, who were desirous of showing their love and respect for 
their late monarch by attending his heart to the Holy Land. On 
their road to Jerusalem they landed in a Christian country, then at 
war with some infidels: the knights volunteered to assist the 
Christians; a desperate battle took place; the infidels fled, and 
were pursued by the brave adventurers further than prudence should 
have led them; the enemy suddenly rallied their troops, surrounded 
the courageous band, and slew every man. he bearer of the king’s 
heart, when he found death inevitable, took it from his neck, and, 
throwing it among the enemy, exclaimed, ‘ Pass first in fight, as 
thou wast wont to do, and Iwill follow thee or die!’ He then 
rushed forward to the place where it fell, and was slain; the heart 
was found under his dead body.”

Fig. 3. Equestrian Headdress. Furnished by Mr. Rossi, No, 254, 
Regent-street.—This style of arranging the hair will be found 
peculiarly well adapted for riding on horseback, The hair is 
parted at the top of the head, then combed straight down, and 
plaited under in the manner shown in the engraving. The 
arrangement of the hair for riding on horseback is frequently 
found to be a matter of difficulty, which is obviated in the 
style here represented ; for, when the hair is gathered at the back 
of the head ina mass of plaits or twists, the riding hat or cap is 
prevented from fitting closely. On returning from the ride, 
should the lady wish to avoid the trouble of redressing the 
hair, the coiffure may be divested of its formal effect by a piece 
of black lace gathered at the back part of the head in the manner 
shown in the engraving,

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON FASHION AND 
DRESS. 

China crape, cashmere, and every description of summer 
shawl is now coming into use, Searia and shawls of black and 
white lace or net will be adopted in the height of the summer 
season, Some of the scarfs consist simply of a breadth of black 
net, trimmed round with two rows of broad black lace. Black 
lace mantelets, lined with dark blue or violet-coloured taffety, 
are very generally worn by the ladies of Paris. Casavecks of 
white lace, net, or worked muslin, lined with coloured silk, are 
also worn, 

Barége dresses are now beginning to be very general. The 
most fashionable are those with dark grounds, with wreaths 
or bouquets of flowers in light, gay colours; for instance, 
wreaths or bouquets of roses and bright green foliage upon 
brown or dark blue. Some new patterns in large checks have 
also been produced; and those copied from cashmere designs 
are very elegant. These dresses are generally flounced. When 
the patterns are large the flounces are deep and edged with 
soutache or passementerie. The corsages are gathered at the 
waist ; the sleeves slightly full, either confined by a wristband, 
or open at the ends, and worn with small under-sleeves of 
tulle or muslin. 

Barége dresses should be worn, not over a white slip or 
lining, but over one of the same colour as the ground of the 
dress.

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Since April 14 he has been a president of 
the kingdom (not the republic of Hungary, as 
his enemies assert), and thus invested with an 
ancient title of its most glorious era, 

His influence over his countrymen is immea- 
surable. In spite of defeats and the occupation 
of the capital by tue enemy, he was enabled, in 
the face of an overpowering force, to collect an 
army of 200,000 men, whom he had inspired with 
enthusiasm by his eloquence, and supplied by his 
indefatigable ‘activity with all the material of war. 
By taking advantage of undeveloped resources, 
by the establishment of magazines and manu- 


factories, by carefully organizing the forces of 
the country, he was enabled to maintain these 
supplies. Although himself ignorant of war, his 


genius enabled him to select from the crowd 
those generals,. many of them as yet untried, 
whose battles were a series of triumphs. Perhaps 
there does not exist in Europe another states- 
man so profoundly acquainted with the wants and 
prejudices of his countrymen, or whose ambition 
so entirely represents their cause. With millions 
at his disposal, he lives simply, and improvident 
of the future, well knowing that his victorious 
country would never allow his family to want. 
As for himself, he knows his days are numbered, 
for he is consumptive, and he redoubles his ac- 
tivity in order to concentrate the more into the 
shorter time. But the great secret of his influ- 
ence—that which, more than his inexhaustible 
eloquence, his organizing intellect, or his genius 
as a statesman, marks him as the chief and cen- 
tral point of the movement—is his unshaken 
faith in the ultimate triumph and brilliant future 
of his fatherland, This is the electric spark 
which, emanating from him, pervades and unites 
the nation as one man. 

When Hungary was invaded by Jellachich in 
September last, and 50,000 armed men were col- 
lected in a fortnight in the neighbourhood of 
Stuhlweissenburg to repel the aggression, Kos- 
suth issued a proclamation, from which we ex- 
tract the following sentences -— 

“It is an eternal law of God that whosoever 
abandoneth himself will be forsaken by the Lord.” 
‘‘ It is an eternal law that whosoever assisteth 
himself, him will the Lord assist.” “It is a 
divine law that false SWearing, by its results, 
chastiseth itself.” ‘It is a law of our Lord’s 
that whosoever availeth himself of perjury and 
injustice, prepareth himself the triumph of jus- 
tice.’’ “Standing firm on these eternal Jaws of the universe, I 
swear that my prophecy will be fulfilled—it is, that the freedom 
of Hungary will be effected by this invasion of Hungary by 
Jellachich.” 

This proclamation, which electrified the chivalrous people to 
whom it was addressed, concludes in a style not unworthy an 
eastern prophet, nor unsuited to the genius and origin of his race, 
by these words :—‘ Between Vesprinn and Weissenburg the 
women shall dig a deep grave, in which we will bury the name, the 
honour, the nation of Hungary, or our enemies. And on this 
grave shall stand amonument inscribed with a record of our shame, 
‘So God punishes cowardice ;’ or we will plant on it the tree of 
freedom, eternally green, from out of whose foliage shall be heard 
the voice of God speaking, as from the fiery bush to Moses, ‘The 
spot on which thou standest is holy ground; thus do I reward the 
brave. Tothe Magyars, freedom, renown, well-being, and happi- 
ness.” 

His speeches in the Diet were of another kind. In these we find 
the lucid exposition, the cool reasoning, and large views of the 
Statesman, In these he ever stands forth as much the resolute 
opponent of communistic violence as of military despotism. 
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Of France he says :—‘“‘ I deeply sympathize with the French, who 
fight in the van of freedom; but I will not consent to think that 
the life of my nation is dependent on their protection or alliance. 
France has now seen a second 18th Brumaire; France stands on 
the threshold of a dictatorship, out of which may spring a Wash- 
ington, or perhaps a Napoleon. This much at least I know, that 
France teaches us it is not every revolution that furthers the cause 
of freedom, and that a nation in its struggle for freedom is never 
so easily bent beneath the yoke of tyranny as when it oversteps 
the proper limits. Such a nation as this noble French nation 
offers a sad spectacle, when we see the blood of 12,000 citizens 
shed in the streets of Paris by the hand of citizens.” This speech 
was delivered on the 11th of July, 1848, 
ANNALS OF HUNGARY. * 

The annals of Hungary are a page unread in European history 

by the ordinary student. Hungary became a kingdom A.D. 1000. 


A descendant of Stephen, named Ladislass, had a daughter marricd | 


into the Hapsburg family, A.D. 1085; and it is through this 
marriage that the present Austrian house claims the throne of 
Hungary. 

The male line of Arpad, the first leader of the Hungarians, 
became extinct in 1801 with Andreas IV., and the crown then 
passed to the female line, represente1 by the Anjou family, whose 
connection with this ancient race was formed in 1186 by the inter- 
marriage of Belas, King of Hungary, with Margaretta, daughter of 
Henry, King of France, and widow of the son of Henry II., King 
of England. The aczession of the house of Anjou to the Hun- 
garian throne united that kingdom with Poland, over which Louis, 
son of Robert the Sicilian, reigned at that period. The death of 
Louis left the united crowns to his two daughters, one of whom 
took Poland for her portion; the other married Siegmond, son of 
Charles IV., Emperor of Germany, who was crowned, along with 
her, as King of Hungary, A.D. 1387. Various disorders accrucd 
between that period and the sixteenth century, and the Hungarians 
raised their reputation for military prowess to the highest pitch by 
the expulsion of the Turks. At length, in 1047, an Assembly of 
the States settled the crown in the house of Austria, with a here- 
ditary right, restricted by certain conditions ; which right continued 
until it was forfeited last year (1848) by the infraction of the Golden 
Bull of Andreas II., dated A.D. 1222 (the Magna Charta of the 
Hungarians), as well as by the violation of the Treaties of Vienna 
(A.D. 1606), of Lintz (A.D 1647), of the Act of the Diet at Pres- 
burg (A.D. 1687), and of the Inauguration Diploma of Leopold II. 
(A.D. 1790).

KOSSUTH—GOVERNOR OF HUNGARY. 

In the sitting of the Hungarian Parliament at Debrezin of the 
14th ult., the Speaker, M. Amashy, addressed the House, and, 
after referring to the alleged breach of the national privilege by 
the family of Hapsburg-Lorraine, and its expulsion from office, 
informed them that the governor during the interregnum, the man 
whom the House and the peopte had elected to that post of trust 
and importance, M. Ludvig IXossuth, was prepared to assume the 
office of the First Magistrate of Hungary, and to take his oath of 
allegiance to the nation. 

Upon this Ludvig Kossuth, the Governor of Hungary, took the 


following oath :— 

‘* J, Ludvig Kossuth, elected Governor by the National Assembly, 
swear that I will maintain the declaration of independence of the 
nation in allits consequences; that I will yicld aud enforce obedience 
to the laws and to the resolutions of the National Assembly. So 
help me God!” 

After this M. Kossuth summoned the Cabinet to take their oaths 
to the Chief Magistrate of the interregnum. All the Ministers 
were sworn, and the House then adjourned.
